Chisf of Police Murphy and Detective
Kornman, of the Allegheny police force
visited Little Washington yesterday and
appeared belore the jury that was selected
to award the moner offered for the capture
and conviction of the murderer of the Crouch
family, There was a large erowd in al-
tendance, and the proceedings were fraught
with considerable interest,

In speaking of the day’s experience Chief
Murphy said last night that the Monongshela
City peopleput in a bid for the entire $1,000,
and were greatly disappointed becanso they
dul notget it.  They were so sure that the bulk
of the money would g0 to them that Chiel of
Velice MeCleary wagered § each with Cluel
Murphy and Detective Koruman on this prop-
osition. When Chief Murphy took the stand
lie told the jory thiat be «did not care if the Al-
legheny officials did not receive 51 of the re-
ward. Me merely wanted it to go to the people
who were entitl ea 1o it. He then 1old the jury
how he received bis first descriptions of the
alleged murderer West and the white woman
with him from the itsburg moroing Enpcm
He at once Tound thas shey tallied exactly with
thoso of a colored man and a white woman who
had olbtained $4 Ly falso prelenses from a
colored man in the Allecheny market named
Hoover.

CUTTING CITY TAXES.

Controller Morrow Assures a Redue-
tion of at Least One Mill.

A POSSIBILITY OF A 13-MILL TAX.

Mayor Gonrley Expected to Produce His Own
Appropriation Bill

50 DANGER OF A DEFICIT THIS YEAR

In view of the expected continued strin-
gency in the money market during the eom-
ing year, it is anticipated that the city tax
for 1891 will be reduced st least 1 mill from
the present tax,

There is a possibility that the tax will be
cut down as much as 2} mills. Of courss
£0 many exteusive improvements will not be
made during the coming yesr as daring the
past year, 1

Contraller Morrow has for some time been
working out the plan whereby the present
eity tax of 15 mills will be redueed, but so
far be has kept most of the details of his
plans to himself. He, however, is nuthority
for the statement that the tax will be ro-
duced ot least one mill. While he thought
the reduction might be as much as 234 mills,
he was not positive.

BOUND TO BE A REDUCTION.

“You can rest assured,’”” Mr. Morrow
said, “'there will be a reduction, and 1t
won't be less than a mill. It ought to be
threz mills. In view of the monetsary
stringency that seems to be growing all over
the country we have good reuson to expect
a pretty hard year on the people next year,
and for that reason 1 should like to sse the ex-
penses of every department of the city govern-
ment cut down as low as possible and nething
attemipted io the way of expensive lmprove-
ments, so that next year's expenses will be aml{
what is absolutely necessary. If thixis done
believe tho millage will not be over 13 mills, il
tuat, But if no such retrenchments are made,
and the improvements are carried on, I belleve
we will have a lower millage than this year.”

THE APPARATUS DESCRIBED.

The apparatus consists of a tank, with a
capacity of 10 to 15 barrels; an air tank and
pipes leading from both to the furnace.

TRAFFIC ON OTHER LINES INCREASED

It is now positively anpounced that the
Birmingham Traction Company will eom-
meuce to operate its line by eleetricity De-
cember 15. Connections lave been made
with the trolley wire from (he large sapply
cables. The Allegheny County Light Com-
pany will furnish the power uutil the street
car company’s plant is ready for business.
The eleciric company, it is expected, will
not be able to farnisn more than encugh
electricity for the cars to attain common
horse spead.

The action of the street car company in
operating the line beiore its own electric
plant is reaay, is said to be due fo the faet
that the company’s live stock is a little run
down. The company does not want to boy
more horses, and in order to accommoaate
the traflie, will buy enough electricity from
the light company to keep the line going.

The traffic on the line is increasing daily.
A oar to town is nearly always crowded be-
fore it gets much past SBouth Tenth street.
Owing to the latter fact it has bewn said that
the company may at an early date put up elee-
tric wires from ithe ju on of Tenthh and
Carson streets to the city, and run every other
car over the Tenth street Lridge.
